Shuswap  Lake  Hospital  Improvement 
District  No.  14 

WHEREAS  clause  10  of  the  Letters  Patent  issued 
on  May  29th,  1956,  incorporating  Shuswap  Lake 
Hospital  Improvement  District  No.  14,  provides 
that  the  first  tax  by-law  for  capital  expenditure 
shall  not  be  passed  by  the  Trustees  until  the  views 
of  the  voters  in  the  aforesaid  district  have  been 
obtained  by  a  plebiscite  or  general  meeting:

REGULATIONS 

1.  The  Chief  Electoral  Officer  shall  direct  the 
Returning  Officer  as  to  the  procedure  to  be  fol¬ 
lowed  in  taking  the  poll,  counting  the  votes,  and 
making  his  return  of  the  results  of  the  voting,  and 
shall  prescribe  the  forms  and  ballot  to  be  used, 
and  shall  set  the  amount  of  such  fees  as  are  paid. 

2.  Suitable  polling-places  shall  be  selected  and 
established  in  the  following  locations:  Celista,  Sor¬ 
rento,  Tappen,  Eagle  Bay,  Deep  Creek,  Sicamous, 
Silver  Creek. 

3.  “  Voter  ”  means  every  person  who  is  a  Cana¬ 
dian  citizen,  21  years  of  age  or  older,  and  is  the 
owner  as  defined  in  the  “  Water  Act  ”  of  land  situ¬ 
ate  in  Shuswap  Lake  Hospital  Improvement  Dis¬ 
trict  No.  14,  or  the  authorized  agent  of  any  board 
or  corporation  that  is  the  owner  of  such  land,  or 
legal  representative  of  any  owner  of  such  land,  who 
has  died,  become  insolvent  or  insane,  and  is  quali¬ 
fied  to  be  registered  as  a  voter  under  the  “  Provin¬ 
cial  Elections  Act,  1953.” 

4.  “  Voters  list  ”  means  the  list  of  owners  as 
compiled  for  the  purpose  of  this  plebiscite  by  the 
Returning  Officer,  Herbert  C.  Ford,  of  Tappen, 
B.C.,  and  certified  by  him. 

5.  An  owner  whose  name  does  not  appear  on  the 
list  may  vote  upon  taking  an  affidavit  in  Form  6,  to 
be  signed  and  sworn  before  the  Deputy  Returning 
Officer. 

6.  Representatives  and  agents  as  referred  to  in 
Regulation  No.  3  must  make  an  affidavit  in  the 
prescribed  form,  to  be  signed  and  sworn  before  the 
Deputy  Returning  Officer. 

7.  The  Returning  Officer  shall  publish  his  proc¬ 
lamation,  in  the  prescribed  form,  in  at  least  one 
issue  of  a  newspaper  circulating  in  the  district,  and 
shall  post  up  copies  of  his  proclamation  in  public 
places  in  the  vicinity  of  each  polling-station  in  the 
said  district  as  soon  as  possible  after  he  is  notified 
of  his  appointment. 

8.  There  shall  be  no  absentee  voting,  nor  ad¬ 
vance  voting. 

9.  Voters  may  vote  at  any  polling-station  in  the 
improvement  district,  but  each  voter  may  vote 
only  once. 

10.  The  Returning  Officer  shall  have  the  power 

to  appoint  scrutineers  without  remuneration,  if

And  whereas  by  section  20  of  the  “Municipal 
Act,”  being  chapter  42  of  the  Statutes  of  1957,  it 
is  provided,  inter  alia,  the  Lieutenant-Governor  in 
Council  may  revoke  the  Letters  Patent  incorporat¬ 
ing  a  municipality  as  a  village  and  issue  other 
Letters  Patent  in  their  place  reincorporating  the 
municipality  as  a  town: 

And  whereas  the  conditions  and  requirements 
of  section  20  of  the  said  “Municipal  Act”  have 
been  duly  complied  with: 

And  whereas  by  Order  of  the  Lieutenant-Gov¬ 
ernor  in  Council,  bearing  date  the  twenty-seventh 
day  of  November,  one  thousand  nine  hundred  and 
fifty-seven,  it  was  ordered  that  the  Letters  Patent 
of  The  Corporation  of  the  Village  of  Quesnel  be 
revoked : 

Now  know  ye  that  by  these  presents  We  do 
order  and  proclaim  that  the  municipality  of  The 
Corporation  of  the  Village  of  Quesnel,  as  herein¬ 
after  described,  shall,  on,  from,  and  after  the  first 
day  of  January,  1958,  be  reincorporated  as  and  be 
a  town  municipality  under  the  name  of  “The  Cor¬ 
poration  of  the  Town  of  Quesnel”  (hereinafter 
called  the  “municipality”)  under  and  subject  to  the 
provisions  of  the  “Municipal  Act”  and  any  other 
Statutes  applicable  specially  to  The  Corporation  of 
The  Village  of  Quesnel,  and  under  and  subject 
to  the  provisions  of  all  other  Statutes  applicable  to 
a  town  municipality,  and  under  and  subject  to  the 
provisions  hereinafter  contained  or  referred  to. 

1.  The  municipality  shall  be  called  and  known 
by  the  name  and  style  of  “The  Corporation  of  the 
Town  of  Quesnel.” 

2.  The  municipality  shall  comprise  all  that  tract 
of  land  hereinafter  described:  Commencing  at  the 
south-west  corner  of  Lot  48,  Cariboo  District, 
being  a  point  on  the  left  bank  of  the  Fraser  River; 
thence  easterly  along  the  southerly  boundary  of 
said  Lot  48  to  the  north-west  corner  of  Lot  1  of 
Lot  222,  as  shown  on  Plan  5054  on  deposit  in  the 
Land  Registry  Office  at  Kamloops;  thence  south¬ 
erly,  easterly,  and  northerly  along  the  westerly, 
southerly,  and  easterly  boundaries  of  said  Lot  1  of 
Lot  222,  Plan  5054,  to  the  north-east  corner  there¬ 
of,  being  a  point  on  the  aforesaid  southerly  bound¬

north-westerly  along  the  said  westerly  boundary  of 
Lot  1  of  Lots  46  and  81,  Plan  5424,  to  the  most 
westerly  corner  thereof;  thence  north-easterly 
aiong  the  north-westerly  boundaries  of  Lots  1,  2, 
3,  4,  5,  and  6  of  Lots  48  and  81  of  said  Plan  5424 
to  the  north-west  corner  of  said  Lot  6,  being  a  point 
on  the  southerly  boundary  of  Lot  51;  thence  west¬ 
erly  aiong  the  southerly  boundary  of  Lot  51  and 
the  northerly  boundary  of  Lot  48  to  the  north-west 
corner  of  said  Lot  48,  being  a  point  on  the  left 
bank  of  the  Quesnel  River;  thence  north-westerly 
in  a  straight  line  and  in  a  direction  perpendicular 
to  the  general  direction  of  said  left  bank  at  this 
point  to  the  middle  line  of  Quesnel  River;  thence 
in  a  general  northerly  direction  along  said  middle 
line  of  Quesnel  River  to  the  easterly  prolongation 
of  the  centre  line  of  Sutherland  Avenue  as  shown 
on  Plan  1215;  thence  westerly  to  and  along  said 
centre  line  of  Sutherland  Avenue  to  the  centre  line 
of  Front  Street  (Cariboo  Highway  No.  2),  which 
adjoins  the  westerly  boundaries  of  Blocks  13  and 
12  of  Lot  385,  as  shown  on  said  Plan  1215;  thence 
southerly  along  said  centre  line  of  Front  Street  to 
the  intersection  with  the  centre  line  of  Gordon 
Avenue,  which  adjoins  the  northerly  boundaries  of 
Blocks  14  and  16  of  Lot  385,  as  shown  on  Plan 
1366;  thence  westerly  aiong  the  said  centre  line  of 
Gordon  Avenue  to  the  left  bank  of  the  Fraser 
River,  and  continuing  westerly  in  the  same  straight 
line  to  the  middle  line  of  the  Fraser  River;  thence 
in  a  general  northerly  direction  along  the  said 
middle  line  of  the  Fraser  River  to  the  easterly  pro¬ 
longation  of  the  northerly  boundary  of  Lot  1226; 
thence  westerly  to  the  north-cast  corner  of  said 
Lot  1226,  and  continuing  westerly  aiong  the  north¬ 
erly  boundaries  of  Lots  1226  and  1227  to  the  north¬ 
west  corner  of  said  Lot  1227;  thence  southerly  and 
easterly  along  the  westerly  and  southerly  bound¬ 
aries  of  said  Lot  1227  to  the  north-west  corner  of 
Lot  703;  thence  southerly  along  the  westerly 
boundaries  of  Lots  703  and  704  to  the  south-west 
corner  of  Block  1  of  Lot  704,  as  shown  on  Regis¬ 
tered  Plan  5i46;  thence  south-easterly  along  the 
southerly  boundaries  of  Block  1  of  Lot  704,  Plan 
5146,  and  Lot  7  of  Lot  704,  as  shown  on  Registered 
Plan  5248,  to  the  south-east  corner  of  said  Lot  7; 
thence  north-easterly  along  the  easterly  boundaries 
of  Lots  7,  6,  and  5  of  Lot  704  of  said  Plan  5248 
to  the  north-westerly  prolongation  of  the  southerly 
boundary  of  the  subdivision  of  that  part  of  Lot 
704  shown  on  Registered  Plan  5363;  thence  south¬ 
easterly  to  and  along  (he  southerly  boundaries  of 
the  subdivision  of  those  parts  of  Lot  704  shown  on 
Registered  Plans  5363  and  5833  to  the  south-west 
corner  of  Lot  A  of  Lot  704,  as  shown  on  Regis¬ 
tered  Plan  6472;  thence  south-easterly  along  the 
southerly  boundaries  of  Lot  A  of  Lot  704  of  said 
Plan  6472,  Lots  2  and  3,  Block  1  of  Lot  704,  as 
shown  on  Registered  Plan  6719,  and  Block  C  of 
Lot  704,  as  shown  on  Registered  Plan  4804,  to  the 
south-east  corner  of  said  Block  C,  being  a  point 
on  the  aforesaid  right  bank  of  the  Fraser  River; 
thence  south-easterly  along  the  south-easterly  pro¬ 
longation  of  the  said  southerly  boundary  of  Block 
C  of  Lot  704,  Plan  4804,  to  the  aforesaid  middle 
line  of  the  Fraser  River;  thence  in  a  general  north¬ 
erly  direction  along  the  said  middle  line  of  the 
Fraser  River  to  a  point  in  a  straight  line  from  the 
aforesaid  south-west  corner  of  Lot  48.  said  point 
being  in  a  north-westerly  direction  and  perpen¬ 
dicular  to  the  general  direction  of  the  left  bank  of 
the  said  Fraser  River;  thence  south-easterly  along 
the  said  straight  line  to  the  south-west  corner  of 
Lot  48,  being  the  point  of  commencement,  contain¬ 
ing  by  admeasurement  an  area  of  1,581.0  acres, 
comprising  1,330.0  acres  cf  land  and  251.0  acres 
of  land  covered  by  water,  more  or  less. 

3.  The  members  of  Council  of  The  Corporation 
of  the  Village  of  Quesnel  as  comprised  follow¬ 
ing  the  annual  municipal  election  in  the  year  1957 
shall  be  the  members  of  and  they  are  hereby  ap¬ 
pointed  as  the  interim  Council  of  the  municipality 
and  shall  have  the  powers  and  privileges  of  a 
Council  of  a  town  municipality.  A  quorum  of  the 
interim  Council  shall  he  three  members.  The 
Chairman  and  Commissioners  of  the  former  The 
Corporation  of  the  Village  of  Quesnel  shall  be 


the  Mayor  and  Aldermen  respectively  of  the  interim 
Council  of  the  municipality. 

4.  The  term  of  office  of  each  member  of  the 
interim  Council  shall  extend  until  his  successor 
has  taken  office  following  the  municipal  election  in 
the  year  1958,  but  if  in  the  meantime  any  member 
of  the  interim  Council  resigns,  or  for  some  other 
reason  becomes  unable  to  continue  in  office,  then 
the  Lieutenant-Governor  in  Council  may  by  Order 
appoint  some  other  person  to  hold  office  until  his 
successor  has  taken  office  following  the  municipal 
election  in  the  year  1958. 

5.  The  list  of  electors  as  certified  by  the  Court 
of  Revision  for  The  Corporation  of  the  Village  of 
Quesnel  for  the  purpose  of  the  annual  munici¬ 
pal  election  to  be  held  in  the  year  1957  shall  for 
all  purposes  be  the  list  of  electors  of  the  munici¬ 
pality  until  a  new  list  of  electors  is  corrected, 
revised,  and  certified. 

6.  The  election  of  the  members  of  the  first 
Council  of  the  municipality  shall  be  conducted  in 
the  manner  provided  for  annual  elections  by  the 
“Municipal  Act”  and  except  as  otherwise  herein 
provided  the  provisions  of  the  “Municipal  Act” 
apply  to  the  first  election,  and  for  the  first  election 
provision  shall  be  made  for: — 

{a)  The  election  of  a  Mayor  to  hold  office  for 
a  term  of  two  years  commencing  in  the  year 
1959;  and 

( b )  The  election  of  two  Aldermen,  each  to  hold 
office  for  a  term  of  two  years  commencing 
in  the  year  1959;  and 

(c)  The  election  of  two  Aldermen,  each  to  hold 
office  for  a  term  of  one  year  commencing  in 
the  year  1959. 

7.  The  persons  qualified  to  vote  at  the  first  elec¬ 
tion  and  to  have  their  names  entered  on  the  list  of 
electors  of  the  municipality  shall  be  those  who 
would  be  qualified  under  Part  II  of  the  “Municipal 
Act.” 

8.  The  interim  Council  shall  cause  to  be  pre¬ 
pared,  corrected,  revised,  and  certified  in  accord¬ 
ance  with  the  “Municipal  Act”  a  list  of  electors  to 
be  used  at  the  election  of  members  of  the  first 
Council  and  for  all  submissions  to  the  electors 
thereat. 

9.  Any  owner-elector,  other  than  a  corporation, 
whose  name  appears  as  an  owner-elector  on  both 
lists  of  electors  referred  to  in  paragraphs  5  and  8 
of  these  Letters  Patent  is  qualified  to  be  nominated, 
elected,  and  to  hold  office  as  a  member  of  the  first 
Council. 

10.  The  Clerk  of  the  municipality  shall  be  the 
Returning  Officer  for  the  first  election. 

11.  The  interim  Council  shall  appoint  such 
Deputy  Returning  Officers  as  are  required  to  pre¬ 
side  at  the  respective  polling-piaces,  or  delegate  to 
the  Returning  Officer  the  power  to  appoint  such 
Deputy  Returning  Officers,  and  otherwise  arrange 
for  the  holding  of  the  first  election. 

12.  Nominations  for  members  of  the  first  Coun¬ 
cil  shall  be  held  at  the  Municipal  Hall  on  the  first 
day  of  December,  1958,  from  ten  o’clock  in  the 
forenoon  to  twelve  o’clock  noon. 

13.  The  polling  (if  any)  at  the  first  election  shall 
be  held  at  the  Municipal  Hall,  and  such  other 
places  as  the  Returning  Officer  deems  expedient, 
on  the  eleventh  day  of  December,  1958,  from 
eight  o’clock  in  the  forenoon  to  eight  o’clock  in  the 
afternoon. 

14.  The  Returning  Officer  shall  determine  the 
day,  time,  and  place  of  the  first  meeting  of  the  first 
Council. 

15.  The  real-property  assessment  roll  prepared 
for  The  Corporation  of  the  Village  of  Quesnel 
for  the  1958  taxation-year  shall  be  the  real-property 
assessment  roll  for  the  said  year  for  the  munici¬ 
pality. 

16.  The  Provincial  Assessor  of  the  Quesnel 
Forks  Assessment  District  of  the  Province  shall  be 
deemed  to  be  the  deputy  of  the  Assessor  of  the 
municipality  in  respect  of  the  said  real-property 
assessment  roll  for  the  year  1958  for  the  munici¬ 
pality  until  the  said  roll  has  been  authenticated  by 
the  Court  of  Revision  and  any  further  appeals  have 
been  dealt  with,  and  for  such  further  time  as  the 
Surveyor  of  Taxes  of  the  Province  deems  expedient. 
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17.  All  the  assets,  both  real  and  personal,  and 
all  rights,  powers,  and  privileges  arising  out  of  any 
contract,  agreement,  covenant,  or  otherwise  what¬ 
soever,  and  all  taxes,  debts,  actions,  causes  of  ac¬ 
tion,  and  all  claims  and  demands  whatsoever,  either 
at  law  or  in  equity,  appertaining  to  The  Corpora¬ 
tion  of  the  Village  of  Quesnel  shall  from  the 
effective  date  of  these  Letters  Patent  vest  in  and 
belong  to  the  municipality. 

18.  Nothing  in  these  Letters  Patent  shall  impair 
or  affect  the  rights  of  any  creditor  of  The  Corpora¬ 
tion  of  the  Village  of  Quesnel  as  incorporated 
under  the  former  Letters  Patent,  and  the  munici¬ 
pality  as  incorporated  under  these  Letters  Patent 
shall  be  liable  for  and  subject  to  and  shall  pay, 
discharge,  carry  out,  and  perform  all  the  debts, 
liabilities,  obligations,  contracts,  and  duties  of  The 
Corporation  of  the  Village  of  Quesnel  which  are 
existing  at  the  effective  date  hereof. 

19.  The  provisions  of  section  414  of  the  “Mu¬ 
nicipal  Act”  shall,  mutatis  mutandis,  apply  to  the 
municipality. 

20.  Subject  always  to  paragraphs  17  and  18  of 
these  Letters  Patent,  all  the  by-laws,  regulations, 
rights,  resolutions,  and  licences  of  whatsoever  kind 
or  description  passed,  made,  enacted,  granted,  or 
issued  by  the  Council  of  The  Corporation  of  the 
Village  of  Quesnel  in  so  far  as  they  are  within 
the  powers  of  a  town  municipality  shall  remain  in 
full  force  and  effect  in  and  for  the  municipality 
until  such  time  as  they  or  any  of  them  may  be 
repealed  or  amended  by  the  Council  of  the  munici¬ 
pality.

Excerpt  from  Standing  Orders  Relating  to 
Private  Bills 

100.  (1)  All  applications  to  the  Legislative 
Assembly  for  Private  Bills  of  any  nature  whatso¬ 
ever  shall  require  the  publication  of  a  notice  clearly 
and  distinctly  specifying  the  nature  and  object  of 
the  application,  and  when  the  application  refers  to 
any  proposed  work,  indicating  sufficiently  the  loca¬ 
tion  of  the  work,  to  be  signed  by  or  on  behalf  of 
the  applicant. 

(2j  Such  notice  shall  be  published  in  The  British 
Columbia  Gazette  and  once  a  week  in  one  leading 
daily  newspaper  freely  circulating  in  all  parts  of 
the  Province.  The  notice  in  such  newspaper  to 
appear  on  Wednesday  of  each  week. 

(3)  When  the  proposed  Bill  is  of  such  a  nature 
that  it  may  particularly  affect  one  or  more  electoral 
districts,  the  notice  shall  furthermore  be  published 
once  a  week  if  possible  in  some  newspaper  in  every 
electoral  district  affected,  or  if  there  be  no  news¬ 
paper  published  therein,  then  in  a  newspaper  pub¬ 
lished  in  the  electoral  district  nearest  thereto. 

(4)  The  publication  of  such  notice  shall  in  all 
cases  be  continued  for  a  period  of  four  weeks 
during  the  interval  of  time  between  the  close  of 
the  next  preceding  Session  and  the  consideration 
of  the  petition.

the  House.  And  if  this  rule  shall  be  suspended  or 
modified  as  aforesaid,  the  promoters  of  any  Private 
Bill  which  is  presented  after  the  time  hereinbefore 
limited,  or  for  which  the  petition  has  been  received 
after  the  time  hereinbefore  limited,  shall  in  either 
case  pay  double  the  fees  required  in  respect  of  such 
Bill  by  this  rule,  unless  the  House  shall  order  to 
the  contrary.

101.  Every  petition  signed  by  an  agent  or  attor¬ 
ney  in  fact  shall  be  accompanied  by  the  authority 
of  such  agent  or  attorney  in  fact,  and  the  petition 
shall  not  be  deemed  to  be  filed  with  the  Clerk  until 
this  is  done. 

102.  Before  any  petition  praying  for  leave  to 
bring  in  a  Private  Bill  for  the  erection  of  a  toll- 
bridge  is  received  by  the  House,  the  person  or 
persons  intending  to  petition  for  such  Bill  shall, 
upon  giving  the  notice  prescribed  by  Standing  Order 
100,  also  at  the  same  time  and  in  the  same  manner 
give  notice  of  the  rates  which  they  intend  to  ask, 
the  extent  of  the  privilege,  the  height  of  the  arches, 
the  interval  between  the  abutments  or  piers  for  the 
passage  of  rafts  or  vessels,  and  mentioning  also 
whether  they  intend  to  erect  a  drawbridge  or  not, 
and  the  dimensions  of  the  same. 

103.  (1)  All  Private  Bills  for  Acts  of  incorpora¬ 
tion  shall  be  so  framed  as  to  incorporate  by  refer¬ 
ence  to  the  clauses  of  the  general  Acts  relating  to 
the  details  to  be  provided  for  by  such  Bills:  Special 
grounds  shall  be  established  for  any  proposed  de¬ 
parture  from  this  principle,  or  for  the  introduction 
of  other  provisions  as  to  such  details,  and  a  note 
shall  be  appended  to  the  Bill  indicating  the  provi¬ 
sions  thereof  in  which  the  general  Act  is  proposed 
to  be  departed  from.  Bills  which  are  not  framed 


in  accordance  with  this  Standing  Order  shall  be 
recast  by  the  promoters  and  reprinted  at  their 
expense  before  any  Committee  passes  upon  the 
clauses. 

(2)  Every  Bill  for  an  Act  of  incorporation, 
where  a  form  of  model  Bill  has  been  adopted, 
shall  be  drawn  in  accordance  with  the  model  Bill 
(copies  of  model  Bills  may  be  obtained  from  the 
Clerk  of  the  House).  Any  provisions  contained 
in  any  such  Bill  which  are  not  in  accord  with  the 
model  Bill  shall  be  inserted  between  brackets  or 
underlined,  and  shall  be  so  printed. 

(3)  Any  exceptional  provisions  that  it  may  be 
proposed  to  insert  in  any  Bill  shall  be  clearly 
specified  in  the  notice  of  application  for  same. 

107.  All  Private  Bills  shall  be  prepared  by  the 
parties  applying  for  the  same,  and  printed  in  small- 
pica  type,  twenty-six  ems  by  fifty  ems,  on  good 
paper,  in  imperial  octavo  form,  each  page  when 
folded  measuring  10%  inches  by  IV2  inches.  There 
shall  be  a  marginal  number  every  fifth  line  of  each 
page;  the  numbering  of  the  lines  is  not  to  run  on 
through  the  Bill,  but  the  lines  of  each  page  are  to  be 
numbered  separately.  Three  hundred  copies  of  each 
Bill  shall  be  deposited  with  the  Clerk  of  the  House 
immediately  before  the  first  reading.
